This program was represented as a factual account of the escape from 
Alcatraz last June of Frank Lee Morris and John and Clarence Anglin. Four 
prisoners took almost a year in planning this escape, and the program showed how 
..they gathered needed material by stealing spoons from the dining hall and soap and 
hair clippings from the barber shop. The escape was effected by each prisoner 
crawling through an air vent in the rear of the cells which had been enlarged by 
chipping away at the wall over a period of several months. Actually, four prisoners 
had planned the escape but one was left behind when he was unable to squeeze 
through the air vent. This led the prisoners into a utility corridor and from there 
they went to the roof and were able to make their way down to the water's edge. From 
scraps of soap and hair clippings, they were able to fashion dummies which were 
left in their beds with the result that their absence was not discovered until 7 o'clock 
on the morning following the escape.

The only mention of the FBI came from the narrator at the conclusion 
of the program when he stated that representatives of the FBI and the Bureau of 
Prisons "hold it inconceivable that the men could stay together (after their escape) 
without being discovered." In his concluding remarks, the narrator said that 
authorities felt that the escapees had been drowned. He mentioned program was pre- 
pared with cooperation of Bureau of Prisons. 

It is noted that this matter is currently the subject of an active Bureau 
investigation.

SUMMARY OF INVESTIGATION 



At 7:15 a.m., June 12, 1962, officers of the United 
States Penitentiary, Alcatraz, California, discovered that FRAMK 
LEE MORRIS, JOHN WILLIAM A14GLIN and CLARENCE AiJGLIN , all inmates, 
had escaped from their cells, leaving flesh-colored dunmy faces 
in their beds. The escape route consisted of holes dug through 
the back of their cell walls near the ventilator area, climbing 
plumbing pipe in the utility corridor behind the cells to the 
top of the cell block, where they broke through the bars andL 
ventilator lid onto the roof.
